I'm still getting used to 
the flow of seasons here in Virginia and still trying to understand the 
needs of each kind of plant. | decided this year that | wanted to plant 
just about everything from seed. | got my seeds well ahead of time 
and had a plan. | still like to go to the plant store just to see what is 
growing when and try to learn about the plants more by seeing 
them. It’s such a temptation to see the plants which have already 
grown to a good size while mine are still in seed form. | get mad at 
myself for almost falling for that “more, now, bigger, better” kind of 
marketing scheme. But knowing how exciting itis to work the magic 
of growing my food from seed — and knowing that before long | 
shouldn't even need to buy seeds — well that is the reward of self- 
sufficiency which | work towards. It's really very easy to grow plants 
from seed. I’ve been studying companion planting to understand 
how plants can help one another when planted together; as ameans 
of fighting off pests in a natural way and also enhancing the growing 
cycle of each other. It’s also very easy to grow plants and food with 
next to no equipment or tools. | use a pitch fork to turn up the new 
areas | am preparing. | then use my hands to separate out the grass 
and roots mixed in.

ATTITUDE PROBLEM 

Someone told me once that when punk ‘began’, it was to assist in giving 
the establishment a push in destroying the society that they already were 
destroying. It wasn’t necessarily to ‘save it’, but instead a more nihilistic 
attitude was taken. How much weight this bears | don’t know. This is just 
another’s individual opinion. Certainly, from where | see things within the 
punk, ‘movement’, the ‘movement’, for want of a better word, appears to be 
more concerned with ‘saving life’, ‘society’, ridding ourselves of capitalism, 
exploitation, racism, homophobia and many of the other ‘wrongs’ that 
westem culture has constructed. 

However, how we go about it does still seem to differ from one to another 
and no way would | call the punk scene united or unified in any one set of 
beliefs. | would not expectthat either but the scene really does seem to go from 
one extreme to another in its ideology and concepts. To me, the punk ‘scene’ 
seems fragmented, directionless and in a disturbing way, quite conservative 
in its own beliefs and outlooks. 

Conservative, in that the DIY attitude, although one | whole-heartedly 
believe in, is so against making a profit, enabling DIY groups, individuals etc, 
to get better instead of this endiess obsession with punk being crap and 
therefore remaining in this ‘ghetto’ which it never evolves from. The mes- 
sages, often many which are much more worth hearing from the 1000 press 
run of a7" or a couple of hundred copies of a zinc, are belittled and ridiculed 
if a profit (dirty word), is even slightly hinted at. DIY, to me, is a set of principles. 
if you are successful in producing a product that lives up to and promotes 
these principles, then to expand and put forward your ideas, beliefs, outlook 
on life and society we live in to others without ‘selling-out’ these beliefs is, | 
think, something punks should support instead of bemoan. “Nothing happen- 
ing”, “No gigs”, “That much for a zine?!” (whilst holding a pint that cost twice, 
ifnotthree times as much). Surely the punk, scene’ is more than this also. Yes, 
music is an integral part of our lives, as are records, zines and other forms of 
communication but | don’t go to gigs to be ‘entertained’. | go to gigs to meet 
people, talk to people, share ideas, profess concerns, watch bands who have 
something to say. If this is done in a DIY fashion and concept, then the 
principles and truths behind every bands ethics and beliefs will come to the 
fore. Punk has grown. It is now a capitalistic enterprise. Some labels now 
seem so big that their merchandise list appears longer than their record 
releases. Punk has joined the establishment. So much of what was consid- 
ered ‘punk’ fashion is now accepted by the consuming majority. Not all of it 
however. Some still adhere to the DIY principle mentioned earlier but, as seen 
with the recent demise of Profane Existence, if they just ran the zine alone, the 
costs to produce it would have ended the Collective a long time ago. This is 
areal shame as zines, (and | am biased here!), are to me the lifeblood of this 
scene. itis mostly zines that have influenced my ideas, challenged my thinking 
and stimulated my interest. Bands and their lyrics, attitudes too, but zines 
outweigh this by far. 

| believe in trying to make things ‘better’. | don’t want to eat genetically 
modified food; so | grow my own or buy organic where | can. | don’t want to 
live in an exploitative, racist world, so | express my anger when I'm confronted 
with bigoted attitudes. | don’t want to live under authoritarian ‘rules’ | have no 
control over; so | try to use my brain to think and acknowledge altematives. 

Even in punk, toeing the line seems to be a set formula. Anarchy, another 
column altogether, is yes, a worthy idea, a food for thought, but what about 
after the revolution? What will happen to society? How will people ‘stop’ those 
removed from re-grouping and regaining power? Will ‘leaders’ break through 
from the masses? How will society be structured? Are human beings capable 
of large-scale co-operation and mutual aid or will the greediest work their way 
to the top again? Will society become just as stratified then as it is now? 
Exploitation of others again occurring. Do people think anarchistic ideas 
‘through? Do anarchists question their own beliefs or are their ideas too set in 
stone? Punk can be as ritualistic as any other form of music. Creativity at gigs 
seems so rare. The ‘band’ formula so rigid. Ideas can be as backward as they 
are progressive. Punk to me is only worth it if you live it. Resist and Exist! 
Create your own ideas and autonomy. Think for yourselves. Have 
an opinion! Don’t be dictated to. Question. Put forth answers, 
solutions. Think about your arguments. Prove there is an altemative. Act on 
it! Yes, the world can appear to be a Nagasaki Nightmare but this is the only 
world we have, and I’m not going to let my whole life be down-trodden and 
formulated by those in authority forever. Unite with the oppressed of this

This full moon night is quite different. My daughter's in a separate room than 
me, with her friend, and wants no contact with me. Lately, my presence irks her. 
She gets snippy when I ask her a question about school (or just walk by her!). 
She wants privacy and space away from me. She is bumming tonight, but 
doesn't need me to (and | don't need to) comfort her. She's taking on more 
responsibility for her own existence (She did an excellent science fair project 
with absolutely no help from me - this is a first) - but she still needs me (| showed 
her how to use spell-check, gave her money, drove herto school) = and|still have 
to be the responsible one .. thus dreary domestic scenes over necessary tasks. 
| tell the time, time to clean up. She tells of life, what she needs. 

| fully recognize her needs for space. | have the same needs which have often 
conflicted with her need of me, in the past. So this is a new turn of events. But 
| don’t like her rudeness to me (treating me like a dog) and said so. Is this about 
the teen years to come? I've got to look into this stuff. Is this about rejecting me 
so she can more fully form her own identity? Perhaps, she is rejecting the 
embarrassing (to her) dependent childish kid she was - and my part in that. She 
is also embarrassed of the rust on my old Chevy (wait till | paint a Buddha on it) 





I'm just taking stock of the situation tonight. Thinking about the balance of 
our relationship, her growing, and how | can handle situations fairly (to stick up 
for my rights too!) Thinking, | don’t want a whole bunch of fighting all the time. 
Thinking about how to back off as a parent - but not be negligent. Thinking about 
the next ten years to come. 

One thing |’m well aware of - is that my daughter needs me to be strong and 
healthy and happy and being true to myself. | need myself like that too, and at 
this point in the mothering game, I’ve gotten back to myself ... as my own self 
and not always a mother ... but an individual. The days of us as an symbiotic unit 
are way over. As a matter of fact, | don’t like to think about motherhood stuff so 


much anymore, so this is a special little examination I’m doing now, of what are 


my feelings as me as a mother. 

| guess | like to be a woman. I’ve had enough of motherhood - it’s 
overwhelming. Yeah it flavors me (for the better | think) but! ain't no mommy all 
the time, no more. You need to stick up for yourself, even against the people you 
love, and nowis the time it’s natural for me to do this more - it’s a time of growing 
independence for me too. | think about issues when | need to, | feel about my 
daughters feelings when | need to .... but | guess | realized last year, how damn 





scary this allis. | was touching it for a while - the raw nerve of emotion and worry. 
But, | came to this conclusion; | can’t feel for all the pain and growing my 
daughter is going to go through my god it would be agony. And | can’t fix all the 
problems she’s gonna have - that would be unhealthy. I've leamed to detach a 
bit more. 
This is my philosophy. Its about being a little more calm. Not going crazy. 
The way | see it, we are all gonna die so lets live while we can. However it is - 


well that’s just the way it is. You do what you can. You might even do your very 


best. But then you tet go. Not let it drive you crazy - cuz if you think, really think, 
my god it will..’m not into being guilty anymore, | just refuse to be guilty. See, 
you start off trying to be the perfect parent and somewhere along the line ...things 
happen that you get guilty about. Yeah guilt, | know about it. Things I've done that 
weren't perfect child-raising. Things that have happened to us, depramental 
things. But damn it - I'm tired of being guilty. Mostly | do good, | think | do a lot 
of good things. Se! stick up for myself. Andits kind of acalmer state, admit when 
you fuck up and go on. : 

At some point, | guess, | realized that growing up is painful - maybe it can’t 
be avoided. Sure my kid had a pretty ideal, | think. upbringing when she was 
young - she was this beaming toddler who ate organic vegetarian food in 


no more, | want to be someone who can make the best of things and who is 
afighter. Things go wrong, but we can laugh (when we can) and be hard living 
people. Yes there is tears ... and they cleanse the earth like rain. Yes there is 
emptiness ...and it is the emptiness that clears a place for surprises, for new 
things to come to being, just as loss clears a place for gain and exhaling 
makes room for inhaling. Yes there is pain ... don’t fear the pain, all growing 
hurts and sometimes the pain of your life falling apart is really the pain of you 
being born, for what was cracking and you were holding onto it and trying to 
keep it together , was not your life but a shell, and when it breaks you shall 
be born into a bigger world, the real world and it will be beautiful. I’ve leamed 


to get used to the taste of bitter, for life is bitter as well as sweet and this is 


how you can transcend the pain somewhat, fee! deeply but also have some 
healthy detachment. A couple problems aren't going to kill a kid. (Of course 
| don’t try to make problems to build character) Problems are part of life. Its 
how you handle them. kind its never over, till its over. 

You see , | am 33. | got this philosophy from other people, mostly books 
| read. | didn’t think up this stuff alone, I’m quoting other people. | am 33. My 
daughter is 11. She is gonna go through stuff in the next 10 years that | would 
never want to re-live ... those were not my favorite years. Its scary to think 
about. | feel that | have finally gotten free of the complexes that she is taking 
on. | am happy with my body and except myself ...while she has to deal with 
growing pains and all the body image crap our society puts on a young 
female. | am tired, perhaps jaded and demystified of the love and lust and 


crushes | spent a lot of my life focused on and feel happy to return to having. 


joy in just living (much like a young young girl) without dwelling too much on 
the guys.... while my daughter is boy crazy and yearning and hurting.... you 
could see how this can be tedious. | have conquered my shit and | don’t want 
to hear any life overwhelmed with love-sickness, vulnerability, or negativity 
towards ones own self ... and my daughter is tired of hearing all my 
philosophy applied to her problems. Tedious as shit. She has to feel!!! | went 
through it and | want to spare her but she has to learn and grow and feel for 


herself! Probably she’s gonna get her heart broken and have near death | 


experiences and be in deep shit and have bad frames of mind. | realized that. 
It’s gonna feel like she’s dying at times and | can’t help her. We are worlds 
apart. She’s gaining more and more of what! gain less of. What strange times 
in our lives. 

I can even see it! | look at the young teenage girls | know, | watch them 
change before my eyes, back and forth... one minute you see a child, the next 
a woman: and you see it so clear .. you see a kid whining over ice-cream, 
romping around, and then you see a woman with a developing body and the 
issues they are dealing with are heavy drugs , sex. And I’m like this was my 
10 year old and now she’s 11, its getting closerto 12 and 13 - (andI’m around 
some 13 - 14 yr. olds to see what thatis. ...eek. | just don’t want her to jump 
in situations too fast, or to risk what she feels is right in an attempt to gain love 
or acceptance. Seems like there’s a real void in meaning for kids coming of 
age. Not many ways to show their bravery - or be allowed to have more input 
and power in society - without doing it in a “delinquent” way. And it is a 
dangerous world.) 

Itis so strange , | see child, | see woman , visually in girls of the 11 to 15 
range. Then! look at woman in their 30’s , when they laugh they look like little 
girls, | have often been mistaken for 23, 19 - seriously, when | was 30. And 
then you look at them the next minute, especially when they are tired, and you 
see the crone, the old lady they are going to be. Its really wild. We are all going 
through changes. But, there’s a part in you that is ageless, | do believe. Both 
old and young at the same time. 

| have learned that “a healed heart is stronger then innocence”. 0.K, so 
who wants to watch innocence be hurt - not me ... that’s why I’ve got to 
detach a little from my daughter's pain. She wants me to. It’s the way of the 
world. But I’ve also got to protect her and take care of her and be her mom 
even if she screams. It’s a balance, like everything. See these are things I've 
already come to terms with. | felt so scared about her life and thinking what 
could | do to make things better and I’m always gonna be thinking like that, 
struggling for better is the name of the game .. but I've also got some peace 
with the way things are. | would like to put her in a better environment - but 
I've always searched for that - cuz what forms a child is not just her mother 
but the wider environment around her. (I've never believed in sheltering her, 
we talk about everything, but | believe she needs to have positive examples 
and options around her, in the world at large which she is entering.) I’m not 


gonna loose sleep over it, things are good enough, that’s the key , good 
~ enough. You have to let go, let. go of your own life to gain it. [have to let go 
of ... whatever will be. I live with my daughter in the present, as | always has.

Yes, 
music is an integral part of our lives, as are records, zines and other forms of 
communication but | don’t go to gigs to be ‘entertained’. | go to gigs to meet 
people, talk to people, share ideas, profess concerns, watch bands who have 
something to say. If this is done in a DIY fashion and concept, then the 
principles and truths behind every bands ethics and beliefs will come to the 
fore. Punk has grown. It is now a capitalistic enterprise. Some labels now 
seem so big that their merchandise list appears longer than their record 
releases. Punk has joined the establishment. So much of what was consid- 
ered ‘punk’ fashion is now accepted by the consuming majority. Not all of it 
however. Some still adhere to the DIY principle mentioned earlier but, as seen 
with the recent demise of Profane Existence, if they just ran the zine alone, the 
costs to produce it would have ended the Collective a long time ago. This is 
areal shame as zines, (and | am biased here!), are to me the lifeblood of this 
scene.

| feel no one prepared me for growing up - | was given no advice about 
independent thought, or about what it was going to be like to be different, (we 
all have our own differences) a really tall woman-child. | heard no critique of 
society. | came of age in the suburbs with no 
subculture known to me. 

My mother often regrets our move there, 
says my life would have been better if we never 
moved to that place. She feels some guilt. | feel 
that my mother is a little overprotective. She 
thinks she can fix everything; that if your a good 
mom, in a good place, you'll have a healthy 
happy child - never mind politics. She's a farm 
girl, she doesn’t understand my brand of insan- 
ity. | say, “Mom, | grew up to a society that was 
corrupt, exploitative, hierarchical, sexist, racist, 
in the shadow of the atom bomb ... where 
everything was about money, money, money, 
and doing what your told, in your place in the 
pecking order, nothing real...very repressive. 
And | was different.” | rejected the system, or 
was | rejected? Perhaps | went crazy, perhaps | 
was self-destructive, perhaps | was unhappy - 
but | think that was a valid reaction to the 
circumstance. / 

What | rejected by my own feelings and in 
confusion, (for example; the school system, 
everyone hated it but we had to do it. It did not 
look like learning to me anymore, we weren't 
leaming much. But we would be punished if we 
didn't do what they said. They said it was an 
education and our future depended on it.) | grew 
to learn the intellectual reasoning behind my gut 
reactions. And that helped a lot. What | could 
relate to in 8th grade was Pink Floyd - The Wall. 
But later, after | had already dropped out of 
school, | read Paul Goodman's Compulsory 
Miss-education. | saw then, that when | tried to 
hook school and go into the city - | was merely 
following my natural inclement to leam more 
about life - that it was healthy. | feel that knowl- 
edge is a great deal of power - and understand- 
ing can clear a path through the fog of confusion 
and pain. 

So, | said to my mom, “What could you do, 
change the whole world for me - so! could grow 


| up well adjusted? What! needed at that age - is what! eventually found - other 


people like me, and the subculture. Withemy “peer” group: we could talk and 
figure ourselves out and share info. and explore the outer limits. Fuck the 
system, eat out of dumpsters, travel around, fix up squats, make our own 
culture, find some freedom. That's what made me happier. A pill or psychia- 
trist couldn't fix the problems with me. Those experiences made me whatlam, 
$01 can’t regret it!” And damn, my mom spent a lot of energy and love on me, 
She did her best and believed in me - not a lot of people get that - so I'm way 
beyond criticizing what was wrong with.my upbringing. 

But you see, as | found intellectual answers to be so liberating to myself 
- why | would think sharing my findings would benefit my daughter to avoid 
some of the same old crap, to evade similar pitfalls of self-hatred, doubt, and 


| fear - to forward the revolution, ya know! Our culture is such that we can build 
from the experiences of those who come before us. | have always felt it was 


-a shame that youth was robbed from the school-aged, that liberty only came 
at 18 ...after the robbery. | thought so much time was wasted on being held 


back, so many true learning experiences denied, so much warping of the 


individuals autonomy and ability to co-operate with others under the time 
spent in submission to authority...that an 18 yr old is spit out with little true 
skills for managing life. My pregnant thoughts on my infants future as an 
adolescent was full of the belief that my daughter would be different; with less 
of her life being oppressed, she would spend more of her time on fully living 
life. She would not have to waste so much time trying to get back her sense 
of herself, forthe self-esteem that every baby is born with would not be robbed 
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like life. And that’s what is cool about being a malcontent kid and dreamer and 
growing up and taking on responsibilities - to see how it all comes out. To leam. 
Things are a lot like how | thought it would be. Just harder work and more full of 
human, drama, though. Definitely, there’s a lack of the supportive community | 
imagined I'd have. 

It's strange you can live with someone from day one - and still not really, 
really know them. | don’t got ownership over the life that came from me, and | 
never did. Both Clover and | are trying to find our own ways. If she thinks 
shopping at the Mall is cool or likes rap or whatever - she knows my point a view, 
I get my two cents, she gothers. I canlearn something new from listening to hers. 

| been airing all my concems, but the truth be told, | can trust my daughter 
as basically sensible. The thing is, like George Carlin said, “Preachin’ and 
teachin’ don’t do nothing. You have to get your own shit together and how you 
live your own life, that is the best exampleinfluenceffect you can have on other 
people’s lives”. 

| am passing on things to my 
daughter, but she doesn’t need to 
swallow everything | say! Some of 
the things she’s picked up from me, 
are some of my beliefs, but also 
some artistic creative ability that 
goes back to my great grandmother 
on down. | find it funny the little 
things she’s picked up from me; like 
wearing fall leaves in her hair, the 
way I told her Collette did, and en- 
joying my white trash spaghetti that 
| leamed how to make from a month 
| spent drinking in Gainesville. Odd 
things she picks up. | think she is 
less ashamed of herself than | was, 
and more aware that there are alter- 
natives to the mainstream. She 
makes me so proud sometimes, 
with the odd anarchist thing she will 
come up with to say , at school.

On March 3rd 1998, a US patent was granted to an American cotton seed 
company, the Delta and Pine Land Company, in conjunction with the US 
Department of Agriculture for a technique that genetically disables a seed’s 
capacity to produce seeds which will germinate when planted. This means 
that any plant grown from a seed with this genetic manipulation will produce 
only sterile seeds, seeds that will not grow if planted. At present, only cotton 

g and tobacco seeds have shows to respond to this technique, but the company 
plans to have the technology ready for a 
much wider range of crops shortly after the 
year 2000. 

The expansion of this technology will tie 
innicely with agri-business companies cur- 
rent patenting of genetic modifications. They 
technically own certain types of life! And it 
is in their best economic interest to be able 
to protect their patents, to not allow others 
to grow “their” forms of life without buying 
the seeds from the agri-business company 
that holds the patent of that particular ge- 
netically modified form of life. One such 
giant agri-business company whois a leader 
in genetic engineering is Monsanto. Cur- 
rently Monsanto is relying on contracts that 
must be signed by any farmer who wants to 
grow a Monsanto-owned genetically modi- 
fied crop. The contract states that the 
farmer agrees to sell all of their crop, saving 
no seed with which to plant future crops. Of 
course this requires that good faith of the 
farmer, but Monsanto also hires investiga- 
tors and lawyers to follow up on and pros- 
ecute cases in which farmers do save seed 
and illegally grow a Monsanto owned form 
of life. 

For example, Monsanto is currently 
bringing a case against Percy Schmeiser 
for growing a genetically modified canola, a 
type of canola that Monsanto holds the 
patent on, without a license. Schmeiser 
defends that he did not plant any of 
Monsanto's seed and if that type of canola 
grew in his fields, it occurred through polli- 
nation from other fields (his land is sur- 
rounded by other canola growers), from 
seed scattered by machinery in these neigh- 
boring fields, or from the trucks traveling 
the roads that run beside his land (his land 
lies beside routes that lead to near-by grain 
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most farmers. Furthermore, they claim that seed saving of “their” seeds is illegal 
even if the farmer didn’t sign a contract at the time of purchase. Schmeiser 
further defends that he never receive any patent protected canola seed. and never 
deliberately planted any. Yet under the patent jaws Monsanto owns that life form 
however it got there and they can continue to entrap farmers with patent 
infringement claims. That is until the technique licensed to the Delta and Pine 
Company expands to cover more types of seeds. Atthat time you can count on 
Monsanto integrating it into every genetically engineered life form that they hold 
the patent on. So that they can reap the economic benefits of their “ownership”. 

This new technology has been given the ominous moniker of “the termina- 
tor”. The terminator technology reminds us that our food is more and more in 
the control of large agri-business companies, companies which grow fewer in 
number and larger in size as agriculture and food production becomes more 
monopolized. 

The ramifications of the terminator seed technology are both widespread 
and massive. Most significantly itinterferes with the cycle of seed to seed which 
is the natural cyclical way of continuing life. It also takes the power from farming 
communities who have a 12,000 year old tradition of saving seeds and acting 
as plant breeders by selecting and replanting the strongest of their crops. Ittakes 
that power from the farming community and passes it into the hands of giant agri- 
business and bio-tech companies. The terminator seed has the economic effect 
of virtually forcing farmers to buy each year’s seed from a bio-tech company. 
This technology would give the large bio-tech companies even more control over 
the world’s food supply, regional self-sufficiency would be a thing of the past. 

Having many farmers using a genetically similar seed can cause even more 
problems. Firstly it limits the world’s biodiversity, an element important to the 
world’s health, as biodiversity is not only the number of species but also the 
genetic diversity within each species. Also a very narrow range of crop diversity 
makes the whole crop very susceptible to the same problems which could lead 
to a massive crop failure. A single pest or disease that penetrates this specific 
plant’s weakness could cause widespread hunger. Finally, itis important to note 
that this technology has no agricultural or economic benefit for the farmers. It’s 
sole purpose is to facilitate monopoly control and the sole beneficiaries of this 
technology are the agri-business’s and bio-tech companies. These benefits 
come at the expense of the people and the environment of the world. 

The terminator technology is just one example of the genetic engineering 
being done by agribusiness companies. While most applications of genetic 

engineering are not as objectionable as the 
terminator seed, some even contain arguably 
good traits, there are broad criticisms that 
can be leveled against all genetically engi- 
neered crops. These criticisms are two 
pronged. The first prong concerns how these 
plants will effect the environment. Since their 
introduction to the environment it has been 
documented on numerous occasions the 
genetically modified plants have cross-polli- 
nated with native and non-modified plants. 
An organic farmer in the UK recently lost his 
certification due to cross pollination with 
neighboring fields of genetically engineered 
crops. The UK food safety minister is consid- 
ering genetically engineered-free buffer zones 
around organic farms. This cross pollination 
will change the genetic make up of at least 
some of both wild and domestic forms of 
vegetation, possibly leading to aloss of native 
genes and a shrinking of the gene pool. This 
effects the biodiversity and the health of our 
world. 

The purpose of some genetic 
manipulation is to provide a built-in insecti- 
cide to these plants. But the insect targeted 
could gradually adaptto the insecticide, weak- 
ening it’s effectiveness. This will greatly 
effect organic and biodynamic agriculture as 
the pesticide most often engineered into plants 
is bacillus truringiensis or more commonly 
Bt.

The second prong concems how genetically engineered plants may effect 
people, as these plants contain DNA from undisclosed and non-food sources 
which have never been part of the human diet. Allergic reactions on some scale 
seem inevitable. Possibly even on a large scale as it was reported that Rueck, 





a Swiss reinsurance company, feared that lawsuits resulting from allergic 
reactions to transgenic food ingredients could grow worldwide to an insurance- 
relevant size. The result of consuming genetically modified food is definitely 
unclear. 

This uncertainly is actually the point here, that so little is known about this 
technology both in immediate and future implications. As new as this technol- 
ogy is there are already many examples of crop failures from genetically modified 
seed. If it's not even doing what it’s supposed to do, who knows what it’s doing 
that we don’t know about. 

This technology has gotten approval quickly and without adequate testing. 
It seems that if something can be shown to be profitable enough any other 
concems are basically moot. And approval will be granted. The approval of 
genetic engineering is the result of the bio-tech industries greed and little else. 
At this point we are all unconsenting test subjects in their experiment and it 
doesn’t seem like they care about our well-being. This is all summed up nicely 
in the following statement issued by physicians and scientists for responsible 
applications of science and technology (p.s.r.a.s.t.): 

“We think that the increasingly powerful influence of industrial interests on 
science and on approval procedures represents an important threat to the future 
of the world. This is aggravated by a high degree of specialization along with too 
little of interdisciplinary and holistic thinking and awareness among most 
scientific experts This causes an inability to judge the consequences of a new 
technology in a comprehensive and realistic way. 

“In cases of G.E. foods, there has been a serious neglect of important facts 
in the expert recommendations underlying approval by intemational and national 
regulatory bodies including FAO, FDA and EU commission.

This 35% is then mixed 
in with the rest of the crop as segregation is not required. This has resulted in 
60 to 70% of foods on US grocery shelves right no containing genetically 
modified ingredients, The very least that should be required is full disclosure in 
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Organic certifiers have held steadfast against this technology butin some 
areas the organic standards may contain a loophole where genetically 
engineered products may sneak in. Some certifiers allow non-organic 
processing aides (a processing aid is an ingredient used in food manufac- 
turing which is removed from the final food product.) As non-organic more 
and more means a genetically engineered product, support for the technol- 
ogy still exists. 


Genetically modified products are getting 
harder and harder to avoid while the effects of the 
products are, if non completely unknown, as least 
uncertain. The biotech companies who are promot- 
ing this technology apparently have little to no interest 
in what might happen to the people or environment of 
this world as a result of what they are doing, as a 
result of their greed. 

How can we take a stand against this, 
against he agri-business giants like Monsanto and 
ADM (the “supermarket to the world” folks), against 
them while standing up for ourselves and our food? 
| believe first that we should care, we should care 
about our food and how it gets to us. When we lose 
awareness of basic life processes we put ourselves 
in a precarious situation. When we stop caring and 
stop expressing our interest we leave ourselves open 
to exploitation. Which reminds me of a quote by Aldo 
Leopold from his great book, A Sand County Alma- 
Nac, “there are two spiritual dangers in not owning a 
farm. One is supposing that breakfast comes from 
the grocery, and the other that heat comes from the 
fumace.” 

We can approach this with the same DIY 
attitude that we use in the music world. WE don't

Inthe US the FDA 
requires not only no labeling but no safety testing for genetically engineered food 
additives. 
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iCascadia Rising! The Ecopunk and the Decline of Industrial Civilization 

Somewhere along the dusty trail of punkdom, a ragged, jagged cutting 
edge began working its way out of the mediocre bulk of the “scene.” Small 
groups of punks, who realized that there was more to the world than 
collecting old Finnish hardcore records, charging their hair and getting drunk, 
and who actually believed all the ideas screened on their patches, painted on 
their jackets and scribed in their lyric sheets, began seeking out an altemative 
to the vain sloganeering and ridiculous monotony of the punk scene. They 
began analyzing global politics and examining the intricate webs of depen- 
dency that have been spun by global capitalism over the past half century. 
They began noticing that there was no such thing as a “single issue” in a 
world where everything is interconnected. They began questioning the nature 
of civilization and its encroachment on the Earth. They began taking note that 
as much as punk was opposed to the system, it was actually just as reliant 
upon it as the rest of “normal” society. Suddenly things began clicking. What 
good was a DIY mentality when it was only applied to trivial subcultural 
commodities like records and T-shirts and not physical necessities like food 
production or health care? What was the use in pretending to be “against the 
system” when the noose of dependency had us bound to the rafters of 
corporate control? What could we do to actualize the our convictions in the 
face of the most massive, and well armed, corporate industrial complex the 
world has ever known? 

Like anarchists and other radical subcultures, not to mention every 
indigenous culture, throughout history, the answer was found in one word; 
LAND. As much as one can try and hide behind the shiny distractions of 
civilization or bury their heads in meaningless trivialities like scene politics, 
there is no escaping our ties to the land. Whether or not we like it, all of us 
our dependent upon the land for our very existence. Itis from the land that ALL 
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of our food; vegan, vegetarian, or omnivore, is given. It is from the land that 
we receive the bulk of the oxygen in our air. It is the land and the ecosystems 
that find life on it that directly influence the weather we receive. It is the health 
of the land that dictates the health of the people and communities that live off 
of it. And ultimately, it is the condition of the land that dictates what kind of 
future, if any, humanity has on Earth. 

However, following 150 years of the unrestrained advancement of 
industrialized civilization, these biological, societal, and spiritual ties to the 
land have almost been erased from human consciousness. As “progress” 
forced exponentially increasing numbers of people off the land and into the 
cities where they could be conveniently used as exploitable fodder in 
factories, so did civilization begin forcing itself onto the lives of humanity in 
more insidious forms. Suddenly, it was no longer the land upon which people 
relied for sustenance, but rather the industrial agriculture complex. And the 
system lost no time in convincing the populace that it had “liberated” them 
from endless toil in the fields and “freed” them from the drudgery of the 
countryside, while at the same time cinching tight its control over basic needs 
like food and water. 

And the evidence for this coup de tat spans far deeper than just corporate 
control over food, it also marks the death of culture. As humans became more 
disassociated from their roots on the land and became dependent wage 
slaves in cities, so did the traditional virtues of independence, autonomy and 
self-determination go the way of the passenger pigeon. And the psychologi- 
cal vacancies dredged by this decline of self-reliance and independence were 
quickly filled by the cycles of urban dependency, perpetual poverty, and the 
helpless victim mentality. In fact, the further humans have been removed from 
the land and herded into the false bastions of artificial civilization, cities, the 
further the reach of corporate colonialism has extended itself into the lives, 
minds and hearts of the people. 

There is a reason that the inner cities and suburbs of the world are seized 
with an intense sense of hopelessness and despair, a feeling of insignificance 
and apathy. There is a reason that people know not where to turn for answers 
or solutions to the mounting problems before them. There is a reason why 
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people feel utterly and completely powerless in the face of the massive corporate 
Leviathan that controls their every need. And make no mistake, this is by no 
means a mere coincidence or act of chance. This is a conscious development 
by the corporate monolith to size control of ALL facets of human need and desire, 
from basics like food, shelter and sex, to frivolities like fashion and entertain- 
ment. And the powers-that-be have done an outstanding job of it. 

We have’ been convinced through more than 150 years of corporate 
programming to accept the fact that food comes not from carefully nurtured 
plots of land, parts of 
ecosystems, but from 
corporate supermar- 
kets. We have been con- 
vinced thatthe high tech, 
“quick return” methods 
of industrial agriculture 
are far better than the 
laborintensive methods 
of the past 5000 years. 
We have been con- 
vinced that our toilet 
paper or our latest issue 
of MRR comes not from 
a 300 acre clear cut in 
the Northwest that de- 
stroyed a 9,000 year old 
ecosystem, but from a 
carefully managed tree 
farm somewhere in 
Neverneverland. We 
have been distracted 
from noticing that the 
food we eat, the water 
we drink and the air we 
breath is loaded with the 
chemical side effects of 
industry. We have stood 
by deaf and dumb while 
our Soil is degraded and 


pesticides, and geneti- 
cally engineered seeds. 
We have watched de- 
sertification spread 
across every continent 
as the pain threshold of 
the Earth is blatantly thrown in our face. We are literally, and undramatically, 
watching as the very ability of the Earth to sustain life is being threatened by 
the acts and policies of global capitalism and rampaging nation states. And 
let's fess up... unless we do something about it, we are all fucked and only 
gonna get fucked worse as time goes on and the corporate infrastructure is 
allowed to further reinforce itself. 

Enter the ecopunk fringe. We know beyond any shadow of doubt that 
industrial civilization is on a kamikaze path of destruction. We have researched, 
discussed, and analyzed the ways things are, where they are going and how they 
got be so fucked up. We realize that the only path of liberation and salvation we 
have is making an unreserved and all out return to the land. We comprehend that 
the only through resurrecting our ties to the land, our ties to nature and our ties 
to each other, can we begin re-establishing our autonomy and our liberty. And 
the first part of actualizing these thoughts is taking back our land from the 
corporations and bureaucrats that are currently destroying it. 


Taking it Back, part 1 

The most permanent and sustainable way to take back land from the iron fist 
of corporate control is to put all the power of property rights behind you and buy 
it yourself. Now before you start chanting Proudhonist slogans about property 
being theft and all that shit, think about it. What is better for the Earth and better 
for us in shedding the corporate yoke of dependency, waiting for a revolution to 
benevolently distribute land to politically correct collectives, or getting to work 
becoming self-sufficient in the here and now? What is better, doing it or just 


talking about it? 


Sure, although it is far more difficult to organize tangible, long-term projects 
like getting land than it is to cower behind vague political slogans or stick with 
our current obsession with feel good “hobby” activism, it is certainly possible. 
Those of us in the “First World” are fortunate enough to live in some of the most 
prosperous nations on Earth. We have the resources, skills, and political stability 
that make setting up a land trust or collective farm a relatively easily realized 
possibility. All it takes is a few dedicated people with some vision who are 
realistic(honest) enough to shed the subcultural deception that denying one's 
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a nice hunk of land somewhere. Think about the possibility of an intemational 
network of self sufficient punk communities where punks could travel around 
and lear permaculture, forestry, and conservation skills and then take them 
back to their own communities in order that we may start sawing away at our 
chains of dependency. Imagine the power of setting an example and actualizing 
your politics not by chanting some half-assed slogan, but by having real, tangible 
evidence to show (like doing Food Not Bombs with corporate infrastructure free 
veggies you and your crew raised yourselves). Think about how empowering it 

would feel to say “Fuck the System!!!” and have it mean more than 

mere rhetoric. And if nothing else, imagine how it would feel to know 


survive. 

Does this sound far off and overly idealistic? Well, itis not. All 
across the world, from Canada to Chile, from Australia to England, 
punks and anarchists are establishing long term, sustainable land 


projects for themselves and their communities. And although the pains and 
headaches of actually committing to something so long term are definitely 
present, it sure beats the hell out of perpetuating the cycle of corporate 
dependency. 

In addition, unlike so many people assume, establishing sustainability 
projects in rural areas is by no means “dropping out” or a signification of the 
complete abandonment of urban struggles. If we are serious about making 
change in this world, we need to recognize the validity and necessity of both rural 
and urban life. First and foremost, there can be no independence or autonomy 
when people do not have control over the means to their own sustenance (as in 
cities). Yet at the same time, one of the most significant weaknesses of rural life 
is the alienation and sense of separation that comes from a lack of interaction 
with people. Thus, to further reinforce our communities, it would most certainly 
be wise to nurture a spirit of cooperation and interaction between rural and urban 
areas. (Which indeed is already in place) 


Taking It Back; Part 2 
Another, and equally essential, means of taking back the land is interfering 
with global capital’s plans to liquidate the Earth for its ephemeral financial gain. 
Since the initial surges of industrialism began almost 200 years ago, certain 
individuals have recognized the dangers of rampant civilization and acted 
accordingly. Throughout history, from the Luddites and Levelers of the UK, to the 
Anti-Monopolists and Radical Grangers of the US, concemed citizens have 
attempted to derail the corporate machine from its swath of destruction and in- 
so-doing, have inspired a tradition of resistance that lives onwards today. 
In every corner of the world, the hands of corporate power are attempting to 
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occurring on a massive scale across the globe, there is indeed a strong and 
growing movement to reverse this trend by taking back our lands. For 
example, in North America, no movement has been as influential in attempting 
to stop corporate exploitation of the land than Earth First!. And right in the 
forefront of the Earth First! movement is a dedicated crew of punks, 
anarchists, and other riff raff that have began tuming the movement away 
fromits new age leadership into something more fresh, vibrant and rebellious. 
Right now, as | sit here typing this, there are tons of direct action campaigns # 
in full swing. In my bioregion, Cascadia, (Northern Califomia, Oregon, 
Washington, British Columbia) 35 miles outside Eugene at the Fall Creek Tree 
Sit, a crew of ecopunks is finishing their first complete year of squatting 200’ 
up in 500 year old trees to help keep one of our last stands of ancient forest 
from being destroyed. Ten miles away, another crew is staging a tree sit in 
the North Winberry sale. 20 miles further on, yet another crew is working on 
thwarting the Hell Dunn sale (right next to the famed Warner Creek sale of 
1996) from ravaging a pristine old growth forest. In Northem California, 


people are still carrying the torch of more than a decade of trying ro save the 
ancient Redwoods of the Headwaters forest. In Idaho, the most hardcore 
group of activists | have ever encountered is gearing up for their eighth year 
of resistance in trying to prevent the destruction of the largest intact roadless 
area in the lower 48 states. And the struggle continues at tens of other 
campaigns. 

Throughout all of these campaigns, one can witness the ecopunk spirit 
as individuals from every margin of the fringe come together to try and 
preserve the scattered remnants of our wildiands. One can see the rugged 
tenacity and commitment of punks who live in trees through a cold, wet 
Oregon winter, literally risking their lives for the land. One can see the 
steadfast dedication of individuals who day after day are out there, rain, sleet, § 
or federal agents with machine guns, writing timber sale appeals, filing law 
suits, or locking themselves to bulldozers. One can see the fierce green fire 
in the eyes of those who have reacquainted themselves with the land and will 
do anything to ensure that the backbone of all life, the Earth, is not sacrificed 
in the name of industry and progress.

(It really doesn't take all that 
much, especially in places like the Midwest and South where property values 
for good land are around $200 an acre. Just pool together a down payment 
and finance the piss out of it. My land payment right now for my 50 acres is 
$150 a month, well with any the means of anyone in Northem Society.) Go out 
and work in direct action campaigns across the continent; they would love to 
have you and not only will you have a blast, you'll also learn more in a month 
a than in four years of college. Come move out here to Cascadia and help us 
transform a bioregion into a political force. Go hiking. Start growing your own 
food. Start untangling yourself from the net of corporate rule. Stay aware.
